Providing for £he protection 
of the public streets of the 
City of Xenia Ohio, by regul­ 
ating the use thereof by ve­ 
hicles and machinery equipped 
■with cleats or spikes for trac­ 
tion purposes. 
Whereas, many tractor en­ 
gines are being moved at this 
season #of the year, upon the 
streets of the City and there 
being no ordinance regulating 
such traffic and 
Whereas it is necessary to 
immediately provide for 
the 
regulation of such traffic in 
order to preserve the 
paved 
streets and 
Wheieas on account of the 
foregoing and in order proper­ 
ly to provide for the necessary 
daily operation of that munici­ 
pal department there exists an 
emergency that requires this 
ordinance shall take effect as 
hereinafter prescribed; 
Now 
therefore 
Be it ordained by the city 
commission of 
the

of 
Xenia, State of Ohio: 
Section I. That it shall be 
unlawful for any person 
or 
persons to drive over any pav­ 
ed street or cement crosswalk 
within the city of Xenia, Ohio, 
or any portion thereof, 
any 
tractor engine or toad roller, 
or other vehicle or machinery, 
equipped with cleats or spikes 
for traction purposes, without 
first removing all cleats 
or 
spikes from the wheels, 
or 
from that portion of such ve­ 
hicle 
or 
machinery 
which; 
conies in contact with the sur­ 
face of the pavement in pass­ 
ing over same, excepting and 
unless such persons shall pro­ 
tect any such 
pavements 
or 
crossings by the .placing of! 
boards thereon over w’hich such 
vehicle or machinery shall be 
driven in such manner as to 
prevent any of such cleats or 
spikes from coming in coni 
tact 
with 
the pavement or 
crossing. 
Section 2. Any person desir­ 
ing to move any such traction 
engine, road roller, vehicle or 
machinery described in Section 
I hereof, over any portion or 
portions of a paved street 
or 
streets of the city or over any 
cement cross walks 
therein, 
shall first apply 
to 
the City 
Manager for permission so to 
do, and the City Mapager shall
